From  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  date  of  her  resignation  in 
June  Nurse  Howell  performed  the  duties  of  Health  Visitor  in  an 
entirely  satisfactory  manner. 

In  August  the  Counoil  appointed  Nurse  Grant  as  District  Mid- 
wife and  Health  Visitor,  Prom  September  to  the  end  of  the  year 
she  attended  nine  confinements  and  made  456  visits  as  Health 
Visitor.

GENERAL  REMARKS .

It  will  be.  noted  that  our  Birth-rate  and  Death-rate  compare 
unfavourably  with  the  rates  of  the  previous  year.  The  Epidemic 
of  Influenza  in  the  Autumn  was  mainly  responsible  for  the  increase 
of  the  death-rate,  twenty-five  residents  dying  from  the  disease 
or  its  complications . Nearly  all  the  deaths  occurred  amongst  the 
Industrial  Class,  " 

In  addition  13  deaths  took  place  from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  astd 
many  of  which  Influenza  was  the  exciting  cause. 

Twelve  deaths  occurred  from  Cancer  the  great  majority  being  of 
the  Internal  Abdominal'  Organs . . 

Of  the  Zymotic  diseas ?e  Diphtheria  caquoa  one  Death  And 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosjp  six  deaths. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  deaths  occurred  from  Measles,
